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The invention of Claims 1 to 5, and 6 relate to a device and method of injecting 
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A condition required for device and method of injecting molten metal 
and that required for injecting other materials described above should 
be completely different from each other. Although Claim 7 refers back 
to Claims 4 and 5 and these two claim groups are formally common to each 
other in the structure of the inventions, they are actually completely 
different inventions . 

Consequently, there is no technical relationship between these 
inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special 
technical features. 
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
